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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: Applicant's argunnents presented in the Request 
for reconsideration filed on January 22, 2004 are not persuasive and fail to overcome the reference Kara. 

a. On the issue of Kara failing to teach that an elecronic image of the mall piece is captured and returned as confirmation of delivery: 

Applicant himself admits that Kara's system captures the Image of mail pieces in order to speed up delivery. The Kara citation of Page 27, 
lines 7-17 illustrates that Kara also teaches that this electronic image of the original mail piece may be returned as confirmation of 
delivery: "For example, the confirmation may be a code... containing information from which the whole document may be later 
reproduced." "Such information provides advantages ...as not only may the transmission of a document be confirmed, but so too may the 
contents of that document". 

b. On the issue of Kara failing to teach capturing a response message from the recipient at the time of delivery: 

Kara's Page 37, lines 18-21 state: "This receipt may be communicated to the sender ...may include an acknowledgement of delivery by 
recipient." Coupled with other citations used previously in the Office Action (Abstract, Summary, Fig 1, associated text. Pages 27, 17, 36), 
this clearly shows that the Kara system had the capability to capture any signature and/or response from the recipient and to include this 
response in a return of the transmitted document to the sender as a confirmation of completed delivery. 
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
